New York, Dec. 20.—There is in 


prospect for this city, according to 
rumor among bank men, a great fin- 
ancial institution which in this coun- 
try will rival the power of the Bank 
of England in Great Britain. It is 
the foundation of an Immense bank 
of deposit and issue, under the name 
of the National Bank of the United 
States, or the United States National 
bnuk, with resources so large that 
it will be able to command the nu- 
ances of the country. The intention 
is to ally the institution with the 
United States government as a sort 
of fiscal agent of the United States. 


The nucleus of this great institu- 


tion Is the National City bank, which 
already in its brief existence has 
been strangely favored by the powers 
at Washington. With it, rumor says, 
will unite .the powerful Hanover Na- 
tional bank, a smaller 
institution 


whose name is not given, and per- 
haps other banks.
